Tk SA James's Gacetle sx <The decision 
of the f'nited States Cabinet not to allow. the 
passage through their territory of the 60,000 Chi- 
nese labourers: who are desirous of returning to 
China from Cuba may result in consequences of 
soine importance: to ourselves, For it is said 
that they will now be able to -carry out their in- 
tentions only by caming to this country ; and 
alihough their preseat resolve is to return to their 
native fand, there is, no knowing what induce- 
ments may be placed before them by enterprising 
employers of labouron their arrival here to in- 
dice them to change their plans, ‘The threat of 
crnploying, Chinese labour has often been held 
te derroren over the beads of English work- 
people; but it has hitherto possessed little signi- 
ficance in the minds ofthose to who it has been 
addressed’: because China is a remote country, 
and the Chinese a people of whom they have no 
practical knowledge. Should any considerable 
number of Chinese labouress really visit us, and 
stop among us, more will follow; and then we 
are likely to hear of another labour question, 
complicated, moreover, with questions of popular 
morality.

We may, 
however, state that the ‘affair has not been set- 
tled, and also that Mr. F, §. Gotdon, in deference 
tothe wishes of the leading Hongkang spoiis- 
men, has decided, so far as he is personally con- 
cerned, to keep the dispute out of the law courts. 
Our correspondent is quite cor -ect in his assump. 
lions as to the beating the laws of racing have 
on this case. A.person who fails or refuses to 
pay ‘bets lost on horse races is a defaulter, and 
until his default is cleared he is disqualified from 
lunning horses cither in his own name, or in that 
of any other person, and morcover js.liable to be
